The sal- 
aries are graded by $100 steps in these 
offices. These offices are exempt from 
civil service rules, and the appointees 
es postmasters are subject to confirma- 
tion by the United States senate. They 
will not be placed under civil service 
xintll the senate surrenders its peroga- 
tivo of confirmation.

Senlimcnl was never more widely in favor of 
government ownership of these mines than is Ihe case loday, 
and it is safe lo say lhal it would require Ihe exhibition of bui 
little additional arrogance by Ihe producers lo lilt the balance 
in favor of government ownership.—Boston Commercial Bul- 
letin.

serves, our unscientific hanking system must be reformed,
